F | SZRUCKS, buses, cond pleasure curs flash 
over the Lincoln Highway between 
Phittdelphia and Lancaster, The bus- 

ting county town slows their progress, but

In twooor three hours. this swift stream of 
traffic streaks 4 route that six-horse Conestoga 
wagons used to labor along for days. Tt pores 
through a garden spot of America—rich fanm- 
lands tilled for generations by folk here bern 
and bred amd everywhere respected as muster 
farmers. 

Lincoln Highway (U.S, Route 304 is the 
haseof a trian in BA teraree Pennsylvania 
formed by Mhiladelphia, York, and Bethilehen. 
Within this region roughly lies the lonnsyl- 
vanin “Dutch” country, the subject of my 
slary. a 

Slow-moving crevks wind throwh broad. 
fertile limestone valleys and Jose themselves 
in Clamps of woud or disappear under covered 


bridges. Tremendous red barns tell of fut 
(arms: geometrical designs ore painted on 


mony. Olten red, too, are the diogen-roomed 
brick farmhouses mothering theic bereods of 
low-built springhouses, smiokehouses, chicken- 
hotises, ancl pripppacrs. 

Sturdy split-rail fences bound fields of 
fobucce, wheat and corn, potatoes, ancl pas- 
Lurie. 


“Poople from Another World” 


Sat a few moteréis, however, fail to keep 
the speedy pace on entering this land of plenty.

Such always has been the <pirit of that 
people who. for iiere thon two anil a half 


ar 


centuries have given color to the hills anid 
viles. of southeastern Pennsylvania—the Penn 
syivunis. “Deutch,” to.use the popular term. 

On the sixth day ad Qetober, 1683, six weeks 
after Pastiris had landed, the “wood ship 
Concord” arrived ut Philadelphia, bearing 

“thirteen heads of families ane their wives. 
There is no trustworthy record of the number 
of children, Weavers they were, and other 
artisuns, Mennonites and Quakers by: faith, 
many of Duteh ancestry, uttracted to Penney I. 
vania. by the eartest preaching of William 
Penn, ‘They chose for their hume a spot then 
in the remote wilderness, now the twenty. 
ascond ward af the city of Philadelphia, hut 
still called Germantown, 

The colony. grew so rapidly that six years 
later it was compelled to incorporate, Hut, 
las; men willing to hold the offices could not 
be found; Pastorius, who became jts. first 
mavor ant chief citizen, had to impose a fine 
Lon an elected officer refusing to serve. We 
are still ike that! Most Pennsylvania Dutch- 
men consider public office a burden. 

Eleven years Inter arrived a band of mvs- 
ties Jed by Johonn Keljius, A platform of 
celibacy collapsed when the charm. of German- 
town's daughters undermine! the ascetics” 
lonely life in caves. Only Relpius continued 
his hermit wavs, proving alone in his mock- 
Lavra chal | 

Furupean wars, with privations ane suffer- 
ings, and politigal and religiows persecutions 
sent more Grenmans to the New World in 170%, 
The next veur ten ships loaded with 3.000 
retutees cast onchor in New York Hutto. 

Most of the immigrants settled in the valley 
of the Mohawk, especially along the Schoharie. 
But reports frown happy compatriots in Ger- 
mantown Jed 300 families to abandon farms 
ind homes, Toul down the Susquehanna to the 
Swatora, cross the divide, and settle im the 
Tulpehocken region of Mernsylvania. 

The Amish and Mennonites 

Soon came others fated to erow in numbers 
and influence among us—a trickle of Amish 
and still more Mennonites, from Germany and 
Switzerland, Having landed, they decided to 
ao so dar inte the wilderness that “the world” 
would never follow. They chose the Peques 
Valley, about 60 miles inland, and established 
their homes. Mere the eighth generation still 
lives, often an the very farm the original mem- 
her of the family cleared. And such forms 
ws they are! (Pages 42, 46, 38, 02.)

Of-the sects to seitl the Pennsylvania 
Dutch country, Mennonites, Amish, and Diunk- 
ans stand out prominently today for their 
determination to cling to a simple way of life. 
Because of their plain clothes and riscicl utrl- 
herénce to customs af two centuries ada, thew 
are known collectively os the “Plain People.” 
By their masnificent farms and drab drese 
you will know them. They keep their barns, 
homes, amd other buildings brilliantly painter, 
often in-red, yet wear black or gray clothes, 

The Mennonite sect takes its nime from 
Menno Simons, a Dutch priest, though the 
views of these people originated In Switzer- 
land. ‘The principal tenets of the Chyrch 
include mouresistance, nonswearing ef waths, 
neoparticipation in civil government, nite

The Amish costumes of both men und 
wen remain much the same today a= those 
of two and a half centuries ago.

Proadly, there are 
two principal branches; House Amish (Old 
Order), and Church Amish (New Order). 
The former hold religious services in. hones 
ort] horns: the latter hive church bikinis. 


Heards and Bonnets of “Pisin People” 


House Amish use only horse- drawn vehicles 
(pave 74), They scorn such modern con- 
Venionoes as electricity and telephone. Church 
Amish ilrive automobiles, may have their 
homes wired for Hight and telephone, and wear 
less drab clothes than the Old Order. 

The Donkards, or Dunkers, literally dipped 
into religion and their names through biip 
ism] procedure. They practice trine: im- 
mersion: that is, baptism by solimerging three 
limes in a stream of river—orce for thie 
Father, cnee for the Sen, and once for the 
Holy Ghost. “They nefase to bear arms or en- 
wage in quarrels, take an oath, of conform to 
many worldly ways. 

Now, if you mert Plain People ono country 
road] or city street, haw can you tell Anish 
fram Mennonites or froth Dunkards? 

Easiest to distinguish are the Amish, Amish- 
mens hats have the fattest crowns and broad- 
est hrims; their= are the bushiest aie) honest 
beards, Amish women’s bulky bonnets cloak 
thetr heads almest like hoole: skirts, full and 
wide, fall 1 the ankles. Amish children are 
surtorial peplicas of their parents (powes 37, 
HO, and ob), 

Between Mennonites and Dunkards you will 
have more trouble. After months in the Dutch 
country, many persens ane stil] unable to tell 

a Mennonite woman from a Dunkard, Both 
hints small, black bonnets on the backs: of 
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their heads: skirts are netther long nor short. 

Men of both sects moy or may not be 
learded, wear dark clothes, und black hats 
not so conspicuously. brood-brimmed as those 
nf Amishmen. ‘The children, until taken inte 
the Chutch, dress like any others putside the 
plain sects, 

Churches of the Plain People are severtly 
lacking in ornament. Simple, too, are the 
services—siniting without accompaniment, 
prayer by members of the congregation, and 
sermons usually beginning with the legge? 
“Tt just occurred! to me dn the way here . 

Members of these churches will not en tn 
court nor will they defend themselves against 
wrong. Were a thief to drive off o Men- 
nonite's beat cow, the farmer would clo nothing 
exec protest. He might, however, appeal 
tovone of his “worldly” neighbors, who would 
vctack the maratder over the bead with a club 
atl restore the stolen property, 

Were on unscrupulous creditor to bale an 
Amishman into court, | can hear the judge 
declare as he syrveys the defendant's lone 
hair, lavish beard, amd buttenless coat: But 
the defendant is an Amishimuan, You had better 
settle out of court.’ 

Not only the plain sects. of the Pennsylvania 
Dutch country cling to centuries-old customs. 


At Manheim the Lutheran church still honors 


a tradition born in T1772. The deed to the plot 
of ground upon which the church stancds stipu- 
lates that the rent shall be “one ted rose an- 
nually in the month of June forever, if the

Every veur 4ince then the Festival of the 
Ked Kose has taken place on the second Sun 
day in June with a descendant of the Stiegel 
family on hand to accept the floral rent (page 
35). 

In founding the glassworks hear Manheim, 
Stiegel contributed a precious port io. the 
Pennsylvania Dutch countn’s treasure chest 
of arts and crafts, Today rare Stiewel glass is 


witiely sought by oollectors and pyuseums, 
One woman of Lancaster, Pennsylvania, has 
spent more than thirty years anda small for- 
tune assembling a collection she displays an 
a few short shelves in her horne (pawe 52). 

“Dutch” furniture, chinaware, pottery, 
counterpanes, rues, urtistie ironwork — all 
made by hand—are other art objects treasured 
in homes. for generations.

Hair Combs from Cow Horns 

In out-of-the-way villages: in large towns, 
or oan firms various small-seale trades have 
been handed down from father to son, 

George Crouse fives on a farm a couple of 
miles from Keinholds. Im a near-by stone 
house built by his grandfather in 1824, Crouse 
turns cow horns inte hair combs (page 68), 

Here an elderly workman with pincers takes 
a horn, previously slit by saw, froma big, black 
calélron containing oo boiling oil salution. He 
runs it through rollers that look like an over- 
sized clothes wringer, aod the hotn comes out 
Hat as a downder, A hand-worked press fiat- 
teris it further: 4 plunge into cold water gives 
i tonelike hardness: 

Upstairs, Crouse’s son saws the elal into 
secions measuring 9 by 2 inches, Crouse 
himself planes and polishes the pieces, then 
pushes them through a teeth-cutting machine, 
After more polishing, what was once a bovine 
bone of contention becomes an appeaséer for 
unruly locks-or a anmnather fur silky strands, 

During the Revolution, Crouse’s great- 
grandfather made combs from cow horns for 
woltiers. Ever since his erancdfathor settled 
here permanently, the family has followed the 
same trade in the original factory. As lone 
as cows grow horny and the Crouses Lewr suns, 
on plant will flourish, the comb maker be. 
Ieves. 

“Horn combs can stand sterilization,” he 
explained, “so we ship a lot to hospitals,”

But that we 
neglect uur houses. we de net admit, 1 have 
thrended the highways and bywiys of our 
Pennsylvania: Dutch country, yet have never 
found these anal heuses sometimes sail to be 
typical of us. All the old farmhouses [ know 
have from nine te nifeteen rocins. Ten is the 


prevailing site. A few newer ones ore of cight 
rooms. But we do pay o lot of attention to 
our barns. 


The farm life centers around the barn. In 
or about it every member of the family has 
work todo. Women work hard about the 
howe, garden, and chicken yard: neverthe- 
less, one or more will be on hand for milk- 
ing, The men spend many daylight hours 
at the barn, Here horses and cows are stuhled, 
wagens and other farm implements stored. 
The granuries are in the bam. 

Around the two main buildings, howse ani 
barn, the springhouse, smokehouse, chicken- 
house, comerib, and piirpens are smiall and of 
less Importance, 

On Sunday afternoons the farmer's children 
anil many of the boys und girs of the com- 
munity guther in one barn—their playground, 
They slide down straw piles, romp on hay- 
mows, play hide-and-seek in feeding eniries, 
gambol on threshing floors, pr chamber mon. 
kevhke along tbe purlines aml rafters. 

Take an evening in November, The corn 
has been busked: oats; ne, and wheat hive 
heen threshed. The hay is in, The mews 
are filled. Con fodder is in a-stack near the 
barn. Snow is forecast, Snow, tou, says the 
wind sweeping over the Conewago Mountains. 
Gone is the sun, but the western sky still 
bathes the landscape ina rich suffron radiance, 

The farmer has finished his chores. Om 
the threshold of the barn he stands and gazes 
thoughtfully at the yellow light streaming 
from the window across the way. He knows 


that in the kitchen shoals of tender pork chops 
ure swimming in an ocean of golden gravy. 
und comeakes are turnin a luscious brown, 
And of course there will he baked vames, lima 
hears: and stewed dried corn, and slaw dressect 
with sweetened vinegar and spiced with sweel 
Peppers. 

te a minyte be will be there for sujsper: 
“dinner” as the name for the evening meal has 
hot vet invaded uur region, 

But before he goes, he will cast one re- 
assuring glance at the ham, Through his 
mind will fath o picture of the cattle, com- 
fortable in their stone-walled quarters. Among 
them is a yearling steet, apparently the dar- 
ling of the flack, so carefully ts he teneled. 
He must be fat by the Monday after Thanks-

A Land of Tohacen and Cattle 


Tobacce aod cattle are the agricultural e- 
cence Of Lancaster County. Some 95 per cent 
of the tobaceo produced in Pennsylvanian grows 
here, fertilized principally by manure from 
catthe. The crop amounts lo atout 40,000,000 
peounels arinually, On the outskirts of Lan- 
caster City Hhuve tohaces warehouses tower 
near one of the State's largest stockwurds, 
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Cut in late August-and early September, 
tobacen hangs.up to dry until December, Por 
the firet few days, it 6 left on outdoor racks; 
then it goes to sheds which are as common in 
this county a5 barns, “Some farms have two 
of three such buildings, often pearly 100 feet 
long and 9 third as wide (page 72). 

During winter months farming families 
gather in the shes to strip md prepare the 
dried! leaves: for warehouses, 
long wowden bench, ane worker will sort Ube 
plants: another tears the leaves from the 

stalks: others size the leayes (page 75) 

Sizing is important. The quality of the 
leaf varies with its sixe. To stundardixe the 
process, a wooden frame divicled into seven 
compartments of graduated lengths ia used Ly 
wll tobices farmers, 

Leaves of the same length are tied together 
in sheaves or bundles that a man’s hand can 
reach around at the butt, When these huneles 
fill a woiform baling box, thes are all boundl 
tovether ane wrapped as ol single bale in heavy 
paper, in this shape the tobacco goes to the 


warehouse for sweating and other processes 


before shipment ti Factories that turn it tite 
cigars: 

Day in and day cut through long winter 
months the farmer and oF many of his family 
ag possible work at the tediqus task of stripp 
ping and sizing jolwcom, But they try tn pase 
the time pleasantly. A wood-burning “stove 
ensures warmth when cold winds how! around 
the shed and under the crack In the dor, 

Tf the farmer has a ratio, he sets it up in 
the stripping mom. Tinot, the workers cunuse 
themselves with stories, riddles, jokes, und 
aanes. Pictures decorate the walls; a box of 
candy Temains open on the window <ifh; 4 
gallon fugoof cider or water stays in the middle 
of the bench.

Then they do the 
family washing. By ten v'clck the clothes are 
on the line. After dinner and the usual kitchen 
Clean-up, they “rede up” the rooms and make 
the beds, The dried clothes are sprinkled anc 
ironed, Supper with after-nealtime routine 
follaws. 

Sow. the chicks must be fed ond the milk 
tended, ‘Ehis clone; they peat by-such light 
labor as weeding in the garden, The men 
Test frinn shocking rye ond plowing ly bullil- 
ing a bit of stone fence or-digging: post holes. 

We also like our fun, especially im the out- 
Hers, Burt it mist be tt pastime calling for 
activity andl a gatherme of men, We hunt 
and fal, lowe fined Vette vme and catch few 
fish. We rather use these as excuses for visit- 
ing our neighbors and enjoying whatever 
procigal Nature has spread before gs: a patch 
MW luxuriant tobacco, a group of scarlet maples, 
a Vandyke-brown mk tree, a stand of tall 
cam, a vine laden with deep-marnon, musky 
iox grapes—these, one and all, delay the hunt 
tind receive the sportsmen’s admiration.

From Santis te Temuce we spel by ex- 
areas train throwsh opening vinevards anid 
Fareed Helds: Passing at nighttime through 
the region af Chillan and Concepcién, scene 
af the severe earthquake af January, 1939. 
we saw only peaceful autumn coumiryside. 
Farmers prodded oxen at plows or yoked to 
lumbering two-wheeled carts fall of grain. 

Temucn is a-small country town grown lorie

Panguipullt fills a long slender trough between 
verdant hills, the notch serving as 4 “sort of 
rifle sight aimed at Shoshuenco Volcano. 
Calafquen, a half moon of blue water, lies 
around o ridee only o few miles oway and 
spreads out helow ie southwest slope of 
glistening Villurrica, Fyery atream hereabouts 
holds lure for the angler, 

Valdivia 1 found te be one of the most 
industrious and prosperous towns in south- 
ern Chile. Don Pedro de Valdivia (page 91) 
allotted 70 men to his fort, built here in 1532. 
Two vears luter he secured for the settlement 
the peivilege Of a coat of arms. 

“Let there be on the shield a river, and a 
city of silver that is situate on that river—" 
thus began the royal grant. The river it had, 
for Valdivia is located where two streams pool 
their waters to become the Rio Valdivin. 
It was a long time, however, before the pro- 
philic city of silver had joy meaning.

Many buiktings wre of concrete, built since 
an earthyuake and fire destroved much of the 
town in 190g, 

Engiging a motor launch, we tode the [1- 
mile river route to the Sea at Pouecto de Corral. 


The rver, coursing through smiling fields ond 
low weeded hills, 4 naviahle only for shallow. 
ilraft vessels now. Scouring walls are being 
hit te deepen the channel sco that ships may 
come to deck in Valdivia, 

A triangle of old Spanish forts once guarded 
the mouth of the river, Some of the walls 
and old rusting conmon remain, Friends 
shuwed me the historic ovens in which, the 
Spanish colonists heater cannon halls to fre 
al ships, | 

Oserne, 90 winding miles southward from 
Valdivia, Ukewise reflects German colonizn- 
tion, Local industries and the town’s present 
modemistic fair in architecture are lorgely of 
their building (pages 106 and 107). 

Unlike Valdivia, which -still has an old 
Spanish tower to remind it of bygone days, 
Osormo bas lost its link with the Concista- 
dores: Founded in 1553 by a Heutenant of 
the energetic Valdivia, it wos sbandonerl, 
refounded in 1538, destroyed by Indians, and 
Amin abancdonedl for nearly two centuries, . [ts 
orizinal name was Santa Maring tle Gaete, in 
honer of Valdivia’s wife,

From the ling, sheltered harbors of New- 
foundland and from the gigantic British. air- 
port at Cobbs Camp, aircraft now patrol the 
island and its waters far out to dea.

Jontrast in Eritam's Oldest Colony 


A place of strange contradictions is New- 
loundland, chosen by gecneraphy for 9 major 
role in both the Age of Discovery and the Age 
af Wings. 

Discovered by John Cabot in 1497, New- 
foundlond the olifest colony in the British 
Commonwealth of Nathons. Yet through the 
centuries the tides of tmmigration and indus- 
try have possed it by, and its resources of 
minerals, timber, and water power have been 
incompletely developed. 

Far bigger than Ireland or (ba, Newfound 
land has onky abewt 295,000 tnhabitunts— 
fewer than seven to the square mile. Vet its 
climate, except in. the extreme north, is modd- 
erate, Lock of arable land is the Old Colony’s 
greatest handicap. | 

Although it is néar Canada and is often 
shown in the same color on maps, Newfounel- 
land incentirely separate from the Dominion. 
It held independent status in the British Com- 
monwealth of Nations until 19435, when ite 
legislature agreed to a commission form of 
government under a British governor pending 
recovery from fingmeal difficulties: 

In Newfoundland the oldest and newest 
industries carried on by white men in the New 


World may be seen side by side—ond fishing 
and tranvatlantic flying. 

The first began soon after the comilrg of 
Cabot, for the waters sround the island 
swarmed with ood and other fish, 

Well do T remember the beghinerinus of the 
secomd. Una cold May day in 1219 T stood 
with my family looking down on Jong, narrow 
Trepassey Harbour, at the southeastern tin of 
Newfoundland, where the first airplanes T had 
ever seen were rogring over the water and inte 
the air, Three flying boate of the Tited 
Stites Navy were attempting ta Ay across the 
Atlantic to Phomowth, England, via the Agores. 

Up went the planes and eastward over the 
dea. Their motors drvwned the cheers of the 
townspeople ond the sirens of the United 
States destrovers that hod served as their base. 
Only the VC. reached Plymouth, But that 
wis the berinning ol trinsathintic air trans 
port, in whose future Newfoundland was to 
play os) important a part. 

In normal times the Adantic Clippers, carry- 
ing passengers and mail, take oft’ fren Fiot- 
woud, Newfoundland, on their summer route 
to Britain, Cont) of old and new fs often 
provided by the si¢ht of a latest-type plane 
starting for Europe, while down on the sea a 
stout fitthe schooner beads for the fishing banks. 


Only King Cod Is Called a Fish 


To this day, after hundreds of years of jn- 
tensive fishing. the ocean around Newfound- 
land wields a rich harvest. And vod is still 
king in the Old Colony. Here “fish” means 
cod: everything else is salmen, halibut, had- 
dock, as the case may be. Throughout this 
article “cod” and “fish” mean the same thing: 

The catching, curing, handling, and selling 
of cod still employ more of the population 
than any other activity, despite the develop- 
ment of manulucturing, mining, and lumber- 
ing in recent years. 

More and more of the ishunders are being 
emploved, bowever, in connection with defense 
uctivities, Others work in the big mille at 
Corner Brook and Grand Fully, which turn the 
island's pulpwood Into paper (page 123): in 
the Jead and zinc smelter at Buchans: or in 
the mines such as the huge deposits of iron on 
Bell Island in Conception Bay. 

Sewfoundland’s people live almost entirely 
within sight of the sea, along a coastline that

None of the houses boasts shutters, for sun- 
shine is always welcome, but nearly all carry 
ladders on their roofs, because there is no fire 
fepartment in the isolated villages. Oranges 
ane le ate seen only on-spectal occasions, 
if at all, and a baluneed diet has vet to be 
nohiewedd. 


Red Cliffs, Blue Sea, Challenge Artists 


No artist Gould be in a village five minutes 
without wanting to set wp his easel or unstrapy 
his: camera and get to work. He mivht swe 

a lighthouse shining whitely against rugged 
re cliffs, with a littl tun-sailed achooner 
coasting along and the deep blue sea bevond. 
What @ fascinating color is the Newfoundland 
sen! OF he might happen on a group of hip- 
booted, canvas-jacketed fishennen “barking” 
nets—boiling them with spruce bark in a large 
black cauldron to preserve then, 

He might see granny, a colored handker: 
chief over her head, fetching in nw back-load 
of firewood, or a litth lass “snillin’ a tur 
of erunnecks’—an arnful of kindling te help 
tether bake bread. 

Cder children, rosyv-cheeked, tousle-headed, 
with kettles and pails, are off to pick the lus: 
cious blueberries aml partridgeberries that 
cover the hills in the toll. Fields of wild 
flowers: brighten the landscane—roses, seals 
isa. bog myrtle, chodora. Inquisitive hilly 


goats wander about, wearity (dangular yokes 


painted! ced to identify them as so-and-so’s 
property, 

These features ore commen to the fishing 
villazes of the coast, 
typical outport. Circumnavigate the ishondl, 
and the humuin scene os weil as the landscape 
continually chatwes kuch bay is different 
from the one- preceding, 

Here in Bay Bulle on the southeast coast 


neariy all the willagers have Irish nomes: 
Abaut L814 thousands of Irish emigrants 


Hocked to Newfoundland and all settled in 
this southesstern area. They probally were 
ao exhousted after the arduous ocean crossing 
that they seized upon the first availuble acres 
af free land, 

Every faenily in this village has enough land 
lo grow suifficient potatoes, carrots, cabbage 
antl beets forits own uae and perhaps baie 
hii for the cuttle’s winter feed. The fields 
are Tocky and uneven. Compared with tiost 
of the terrain, northern Vermont is o fertile 


but there is really no

warden, yet local vegetables have as sweet a 
savor os the best that grow, 

Some villames are not so well off for band 
as is ours. The nest hamlet. down the coiust, 
for fiatiince, hat no dened suitable for gardens. 
The people's livelihood fas to come entirely 
from the sea. They sell or barter their catch 
of dried cod for food and other necessaries. 
A-small catch of fish coincident with low price 
is disastrous for families thus situated, 

During summer the short, wine ponies that 
have worked so hard all winter pulling home 
loads of frewoo! pre loosed) and wander in 
companies over the burrens. The cows, too, 
tire allowed te range, Barney, the little boy 


whe browebht cur milk. walked four oe five 


miles every evening to catch his cow, 

Hf there is anv lelsure in the outpirts, it 
is during winter when the divs are short and 
outdoor work is pestricted. Tf the summer 
has been profitable, people live wells if not. 
they scrape along until the next sumener ind 
hope for the best. The winter food supply is 
supplemented with #ame—rabbits and grouse 
—while god catches of speckled trout are 
taken from the frozen likes. 


“Fish and Brewis" o Favorite [Dish 


A characteristic Newfoundland dish is called 
“fish atl brewis.” The fish, either fresh. or 
salt-curedd, is boiled: “brewis” is made from 
cakes of hardtack soaked overnight and 
brought to o bor. Served with butter sauce 
i perk fat, it is Me Sunday breakfast. Or 
as on old) fisherman once éald to me: “Us fel- 
lars, we loves it; to we it's what espaghetti 
is to the Evetalians.”’ 

In winter the men are kept busy overhaul- 
ingand mending their nets, building new boats, 
cutting and storing firewood for present use 
and for the following summer. Day after day, 
loatk upon load swings down the narrow trails 
through the snow. “Phe lew eatamarans— 
sleds with two hith runners fastened by cross- 
burs ane) uprights—are piled high with spruce 
une fir logs: The bells of the ponies ring 
merrily. In-northern Newfoundland Eskima 
dogs are used in place of horses because there 
ore no pods ps there are in the Avalon Penin- 
stula, | 

Wood is burned both for cooking and heat- 
ing. Conl at £12 a ton would unbalance the 
family budget. The villige housewife bakes 
her bread in a large barrel-shaped oven that 
sits on the top step of a stove made in three 
low broad steps to burn long logs and have 
n wide heating surface. This is important, for 
it ts the only source of heat in the house.

As a rule, the 
skippers are carefyl about risking the lives of 
their men unnecessarily, although often the 
order “Dores away!” booms oul when too

| know of several occasions when fishermen 
were separated from. their vessels in foe and 
lost. Rowing to land 150 or 700 miles away, 
they strived exhausted by cold and hunger, 
but subseruenthy cecevered.

Schooners’ Give Way to Power Trawlera 


Banking may well be considered arduyots, 
but it gives the men what they seem Instinc- 
tively to desite—infinite variety, Hf by thot 
fishing they cin make a living, they would 
rather face wind and cold and the wcertuinties 
of sea life than take any job on shore. 

But the day of sail is passing, The time 
is not far off when bankers will be as rare as 
clipper ships. Steam. or oi-driven trawlers 
are rapidly taking the place of ¢alling vessels 
on the North Atlantic fishing round. 

The biggest trawlers in the Newfoundland 
aren vpecetion ure French and Spanish ships 
manned by Breton and Bosque sailors whose 
forefathers followed Cabot, These 2,000-ton 
ships reach the Grand Banks in early April, 
fish till June, and return home to refit and 
discharge their catch of salt cod. Thev wander 
all over the Banks and venture north to Green- 
land, Their very names—such as: Troan: 
tana (North Wind)—betoken their trarle, 

The trawl or net that steam trawlers fish 
with is like a huge jce-cream cone about 150 
feet long, with a mouth 100 feet wide, The 
procedure: in fishing is somewhat like this: 

After sounding to find the depth of water 
so that the skipper may judge the leneth of 
cable required, the trawl is “shot away’ from 
the windward side. The ship then steams 
full speed head, and the steel towing calle 
ié paid out as the trawl sinks: 

The mouth of the jet is kept open by ty 
“otter beuards“—large rectanvular doors uf 
heavy inon-bound wood weighing over 1.500 
pounds. These doora are fastened near the 
side of the trawl's mouth and tire set ai such 
an angle that when they are drawn through 
the water or over the battem, thes tend to 
diverge, pulling the trawl inte shape ane 
stretching the mouth agape. 

The trawl is towed for an hour ar longer, 
Then asharp blast on the whistle warns the 
men that the ap aed is gming to “haul back.” 
In the fo'e'sle tired fishermen clamber from 
their bunks, reach for jumper and oil clothes: 
Those having a “mug up” in the galley hastily 
(ram the last drop of tea and make for the 
compunionwiy, All hands on deck!

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heaval of sea water, a hundred feet from the 
ship, heralds the fast rising cod enc. With 
the inaming and seething of a caldron the tip 
of the coné—the cod end—breaks the surface 
of the sea. “That's the fish, boys! See them 
white belirs—ond and haddock in the bag!" 

The cod end with its precious contents is 
warped in inch by inch by hal. When the 
men can no longer Loui geet it, a sitan on the, 
trawl is fastene! to the winch nigeeriead, anid 
with a roar of the winch up comes the bag oat 
ithe sea, ‘The skipper ansiousiy watches the 
straining meshes until the bag is safely over 
the rail.
